Newark Neighbours volun¬ 
teers are busy putting together 
about 35 food and gift baskets for 
families who would otherwise 
have a difficult time at 
Christmas. 

In the weeks leading up to the 
holiday, the food shelves at the 
local food barn have gone from 
bare to overflowing, thanks to 
several local organizations and 
businesses, says Newark presi¬ 
dent Barbara Ahluwalia. 

Although the number of 
needy in town has declined over 
the decades since founder Peggy 
Anderson first began helping out 
at Christmas, it has remained 
about the same in recent years. 

There are more single moms 
and seniors on their list now, 
says Ahluwalia, rather than the 
families with large numbers of 
children who sought help in 
Newark's early years.

There are still families 
with working parents who 
aren't making enough to 
make ends meet at the hol¬ 
idays, which can stress 
budgets for many people. 

But there will be no 
problem putting together 
food baskets, thanks to the 
generosity of several local 
businesses and organiza¬ 
tions, including last month, 
Chocolate FX in St. Davids, 
which held a Fashion Stroll 
in November, asking for 
bags of food or $5 for 
NewarkNeighbours instead 
of charging admission. 

"They brought in 55 
skids of food—it was amaz¬ 
ing," says Ahluwalia. 

'They also collected $300 
and spent it on more food 

Phil's Valu-mart also 


made up bags of food for 
Newark, and collected 
money from customers to 
offset the cost. 

Food was collected at 
the Candlelight Stroll and 
at the Christmas Parade, all 
very much appreciated by 
Newark volunteers, who 
will begin making up boxes 
containing an extra two 
week's worth of food for 
each family registered with 
the food bank, along with 
Christmas dinners and gift 
baskets. 

The Boys Club of 
Bethany Mennonite Church 
dropped off two van-loads 
of food last week, while the 
Sunday School classes at 
Bethany, including chil¬ 
dren aged three to 12, made 
up beautiful litde gift bas¬ 
kets as their contribution to 
the community at 
Christmas. 

The baskets include 


tooth brushes, snacks, 
notebooks and little toys. 

Putting the baskets 
together offers an opportu¬ 
nity for children to begin 
learning at a young age that 
it's important to give back 
to the community, says 
Bethany Sunday School 
teacher Carrie Hendriks. 

"The children learn that 
we can give of our time and 
ourselves to help others," 
she said. 

"We tell our kids we can 
keep people in our thoughts 
over the holidays, that 
thinking of them and pray¬ 
ing for them is a way to 
offer our support." 

And Newark has again 
received beautiful hand¬ 
made wooden toys from 
Egan Epp, who donates his 
lovingly crafted toys each 
year for local children.

Willowbank School of 
Restoration Arts and NOTL 
Hydro were collecting food at 
Saturday's parade, while the 
girl guide organization in town 
collected warm mittens, hats 
and scarves to add to Christmas 
baskets. 

The RBC has a Christmas 
tree in their Mary Street branch 
and is collecting gifts for 52 
children, asking clients to 
bring in an unwrapped toy to 
match with one of their tags 


on the tree. 

The only difficulty Newark 
will have in meeting their 
Christmas needs is for older 
children. The teens are always 
the hardest to buy for, says 
Ahluwalia, so volunteers will 
use their cash donations to 
buy gift certificates for music, 
movies or the Pen Centre. 

They also hope to receive 
more gifts that they can put in 
the baskets for adults—small 
items such as socks, or toilet¬ 
ries such as perfume, scented 
soaps or aftershave. 


"We like to make sure there's 
something there for the moms 
and dads too," says Ahluwalia. 

Gift baskets must be fin¬ 
ished in time for pick-up Dec. 
21. Although Newark will be 
closed to shopping, staff will 
be at their John Street location 
accepting donations until Dec. 
21, although they would 
appreciate any Christmas 
items by Monday, Dec. 17. 
They will re-open for shop¬ 
ping Thursday, Dec. 27 and 
Friday, Dec. 28, and then close 
until Thursday, Jan. 3.

Local students miss day of school 


Christmas 
parade entries, 
school concerts 
also impacted

As difficult as it was for 
some teachers at neigh¬ 
bourhood public schools, 
they were outside picketing 
yesterday as part of rotating 
walkouts staged by their 

The Elementary 
Teachers’ Federation of 
Ontario began strikes 
around the province 
Monday, with Niagara tar¬ 
geted for Tuesday. 

Sharon Aloian, president 
of the Niagara ETFO, said 


the rotating one-day stop¬ 
pages will continue around 
the province, but not in 
Niagara after Tuesday. 

Classes and buses were 
cancelled in public elemen¬ 
tary schools to ensure the 
safety of students, which 
couldn’t be guaranteed 
without teachers in the 
classrooms, the school 
board said in letters that 
went home to parents to 
warn them of the strike and 
give them time to make 
alternate arrangements for 
childcare. 

But Tuesday wasn’t the 
only time local students 
were affected by their teach¬ 
ers' job action. 

There weren’t quite as 
many entries in Saturday’s 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 


Christmas Parade as expect¬ 
ed, nor will there be the tra¬ 
ditional evening Christmas 
concerts. 

St Davids andCrossroads 
Public Schools pulled their 
floats as a result of job 
actions dictated by their 

Parliament Oak, with an 
entry organized by parents, 
was able to participate. 

The provincial union has 
released a detailed list 
including the most minis¬ 
cule of tasks normally 
undertaken by teachers and 
explicitly spelled out what is 
permitted and what isn’t, 
warning that there could he 
a monetary penalty fine if 
those dictates are ignored.

Extracurricular and 
volunteer activities at ele¬ 
mentary schools have 
been suspended—sports, 
clubs, field trips and 
administrative duties are 
on hold, with teachers 
risking sanctions if they 
ignore the union’s dic- 

Catholic schools are 
not involved in the job 
actions or rotating strikes. 

St. Davids and 
Crossroads, which would 
normally have a daytime 
and evening performance 
of their Christmas con¬ 
certs, are reduced to just 
one performance during 
school hours, making it 
difficult for many parents 
to attend. 

Parliament Oak is not 
having a Christmas con¬ 
cert this year, but not 
because of the job 
actions—the school only 
organizes a concert every 
other year, the principal 

Teachers and principals 
contacted locally said they 
were not supposed to 
comment on the labour 
dispute, but made it clear 
that it’s difficult in such a 
small, tight-knit commu¬ 
nity, to withdraw activities 
from their students. 

"We have teachers in 
tears, and parents upset 
for kids and the teachers,” 
said one school adminis- 


are continuing as 
planned—the union is 
allowing teachers to 
help—St. Davids Public 
School has been unable to 
follow through on a time- 
honoured tradition that 
goes back decades. 

Students have for years 
collected Canadian Tire 
money, then a select group 
of children, accompanied 
by a teacher, would go 
shopping to buy toys at a 
St. Catharines Canadian 
Tire store. 

But this year, the kids 
are handing over the 
Canadian Tire money to 
Newark Neighbours vol¬ 
unteers, who, instead of 
loading up several vans 
full of toys chosen by the 
kids, will go shopping 
themselves. 

Although Newark will 
still have some fabulous 
gifts to hand out to fami¬ 
lies in need, as one teach¬ 
er pointed out, the chil¬ 
dren miss out on an 
important learning expe- 

Job action "is tough at 
any time of year, but it’s 
redly an unfortunate situ¬ 
ation at this time of year,” 
said the teacher. 

“It’s political action, 
and we have to deal with 
it.” 

One of the parade orga¬ 
nizers, also a parent, was 
disappointed to learn 


about the cancellation of 
public school entries. 

"We’ve always had the 
public schools in the 
parade,” she said. 


"We’ve 


them in the parade.” 

The teachers are 
unhappy, and the kids are 
upset, but parents who 
suggested taking over were 
“strongly discouraged" 
from getting involved, she 
said. 

"It’s really too bad that 
they couldn't be in the 
parade. They were an 
important part of the 
‘small town feel’ of our 
parade. It feels like the 
kids are being held hos¬ 
tage by the teachers’ 
union, over an issue that 
shouldn’t be their prob¬ 
lem. It’s a sad state of 
affairs.” 

High schools remain 
open, although thousands 
of St. Catharines high 
school students are skip¬ 
ping classes and taking 
part in protests to draw 
attention to their opposi¬ 
tion to teachers’ cancella¬ 
tion of extra-curricular 
activities. 

Those scheduled to 
have floats or marching 
bands in the NOTL 
Christmas Parade Saturday 
were able to participate, 
since high school teach¬ 
ers’ job actions didn't 
begin until Monday.

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The hazards of a well-made bed, dust mites are ugly and menacing 


80 per cent of 
asthmatic children 
test positive to 
dust mite allergies 
so it's important to 
minimize their impact 
onus 


What do you sleep on? 
Of course, the normal 
reply is the mattress. 

But few people realize 
they’re also resting on 
millions of 

Dermatophagoides ptero- 
nyssinuscan (dust mites). 

So how can you 
decrease the risk of these 
crawly creatures in your 
bed? And why should you 
also think twice before 
quickly making up the 
bed. 

Dust mites are related 
to spiders and will never 
win a beauty contest. 
They’re ugly, menacing, 
microscopic in size, have 
eight legs and you can put 
either 1,000 mites or 


250,000 of their fecal pel¬ 
lets in half a teaspoon. 
Hardly exciting bed 

Dust mites accumulate 
in rugs, fabrics, and furni¬ 
ture. But they prefer warm 
beds, pillows and blan¬ 
kets where they live along 
with vast amounts of their 
fecal dropping. Since their 
diet consists of our dead 
skin cells they’re eager for 
us to go to bed. And how 
many people know that 
dead skin cells account 
for 80 percent of house 
dust? 

At this point you may 
be saying, “Luckily, this 
isn’t a problem for our 
home". But dust mites are 
found is all homes no 
matter how clean. And, if 
you think you can escape 
this nasty creature by 
moving to Antarctica, 
don’t bother, as it’s been 
found in that location. 

So are dust mites haz¬ 
ardous to our health? 

For a start, it doesn't 
help the psyche to know

you’re sleeping along with 
millions of these creatures 
every night. 

But dust mites have 
been linked to allergy 
problems, watery itchy 
eyes, sneezing, nasal 
stuffiness, eczema and 
asthma. 

It’s the fecal pellet con¬ 
taining guanine that trig¬ 
gers allergic reactions. 

A report by North 
America's environmental 
watchdog agency says 
asthma is one of the most 
common chronic condi¬ 
tions in our children and 
also a serious problem for 


Authorities say that 80 
per cent of asthmatic chil¬ 
dren test positive to dust 
mite. 

So what can you do to 
limit the number of these 
spider-like mites, particu¬ 
larly if a family member 
suffers from asthma or 
other allergies? 

Don't sleep with your 
pet. Pet dander is not your 
friend. Have Fido or Felix 
the cat sleep in an area far 
removed from your bed¬ 
room. If this causes psy- 
chologica 

1 problems for you, I 
doubt that it will affect 
Fido or Felix. 

Think twice before 
making up the bed. This 
can be a tough sell if 
you’re a neatnik. A friend 
with a compulsive wife 
once complained to me, 
“If I get up at night to go 
to the bathroom, by the 
time I get back, my wife 
has made the bed.” 

But dust mites cannot 
live by dust alone. They 


also need liquid, the water 
vapour we provide during 
the night by breathing 
and perspiring which 
amounts to one pint per 
person per night. This is 
why we always weigh less 
in the morning. 

So at least toss covers 
well off the bed when you 
get up which helps to dry 
out the bed before it's 
made up. 

In fact, even making up 
beds is dangerous, as 
chambermaids are known 
to suffer from “bed-mak¬ 
er's lung” an allergic con¬ 
dition. 

I must admit this col¬ 
umn is not inclined to 
promote a good night’s 
sleep. In fact, since I start¬ 
ed to itch while writing it, 
I decided to do further 
research. I discovered that 
it’s possible to purchase 
zippered protective mat¬ 
tress covers that are soft 
as silk and no mite can 
penetrate them. 

Another company has 
developed a high tech 


vacuum with dual action. 
It sucks up mites, but also 
uses ultraviolet light to 
penetrate mattresses, rugs 
and covered furniture to 
kill dust mites. 

Maybe you’re thinking 
“I'll have a service com¬ 
pany get rid of mites.” But 
Dr. Peyton Eggleston, pro¬ 
fessor of pediatrics at 
Johns Hopkins University, 
says there’s no scientific 
evidence this works. The 
dust mites will return in a 
few weeks. 

Remember the saying, 
“If you can’t beat them, 
join them." This may be 
prudent in some situa¬ 
tions. But I prefer the 
approach, ‘If you can’t 
beat them, lock them up 
in a sure-fire protective 
covering.” This will allow 
me to sleep better and 
stop itching.

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Working smoke detectors helped contain Line 7 garage fire, chief says

Firefighters were

Smoke detectors did their 
job and made it possible for 
Niagara-on-the-Lake fire¬ 
fighters to stop the spread of 


While the home suffered 
extensive smoke damage, 
the fire was contained to the 
garage, where it started, says 
Fire Chief Alex Burbidge. 

The cause of the fire was 
unknown Tuesday, although 
it is not considered suspi¬ 
cious, said the fire chief. 


He estimated the dam¬ 
age at between $200,000 and 
$250,000, 

Smoke detectors woke 
the home owner about 5:30 
Saturday morning at the 
home between Concession 
2 and 3, and the homeowner 
called 911. 

"The smoke detectors 
worked perfectiy. Nobody 
got hurt and although the 
fire was fully involved when 
firefighters arrived, it was 
contained to the garage." 

This incident was proof, 
the chief said, "that people 


doingwhatthey're supposed 
to do. Smoke detectors save 
lives. This shows howimpor- 
tant it is to have working 
smoke alarms—it's a good 
reminder that people need 
to check them." 


One St. Davids firefighter 
was taken to the Greater 
Niagara General Hospital 
for observation, after feeling 
dizzy from exhaustion, and 
released later that morning. 

"He was working really 
hard to keep the fire out of 
the house," said Chief 
Burbidge. 

Firefighters from 
Queenston, St. Davids, 
Glendale and the Old Town, 
with its aerial ladder, were 
all called to help. 

Although firefighters 
stopped die flames from 
spreading, the extensive 
smoke damage forced the 
couple from their home. 
They were staying at the 
Pillar and Post, said Chief 
Burbidge, although he 
wasn't sure how long they 
would be there.

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Consultant's vision of dock area not the vision of town councillors

A consultant's vision 
for the town's sensitive 
dock area was not the 
vision of town councillors, 
who have wrestled with 
the controversial neigh¬ 
bourhood for decades. 

Councillors met last 
Monday to workshop some 
of the ideas provided by 
the consultant, following a 
request from the Town to 
the Region to defer approv¬ 
al of the Town's Dock Area 
Secondary Plan in light of 
recent significant changes 
to the neighbourhood. 

Recent developments 
in the area include the 
town's purchase of a $1.2 
million piece of waterfront 
property and the approval 
of a 10-year lease for the 
Melville Street dock to the 
jet boat operation. 

Last spring, consultant 
Dave Hardie met with 
council to discuss where 
the Town hopes to go with 
the dock area, and Monday 
presented a look at what 
could be accomplished. 

Hardie presented coun¬ 
cil with a commercial/res¬ 
idential mix in a three-sto¬ 
rey building, with small 
shops and restaurants 
along the waterfront, but 
the councillors' concept of 
the area is quite different 
from his proposals. They 
hope to see the area 
remain scenic and natural, 
more of a passive green 
space that everyone can 

Councillor Gary Zalepa 
told the consultant he 
doesn't think commercial 
and residential uses will 
mix well, and that there is 
no need for a three-storey 
budding in the neighbour¬ 
hood. 

The big picture for the 
town is to continue to 
acquire property along the 
waterfront, generate reve¬ 
nue and design an area for 


people to walk, bike and 
socialize, councdlors said. 

While the idea is to have 
this area flourish year 
round, Councdlor Dennis 
Dick said he believes it wid 
be impossible to have the 
area attract people through 
ad four seasons. 

Parking issues were also 
brought up at the work¬ 
shop, with the idea of 
underground parking pre¬ 
sented to councdlors, who 
noted problems with 
flooding could be expect¬ 


ed. 

Dick said he hopes to 
see the area remain pas¬ 
sive, and doesn't want to 
encourage too many vehi¬ 
cles to find their way to the 
waterfront. 

"We need to be encour¬ 
aging people to walk down 
there, green it up, provide 
nice tables and chairs. We 
don’t need the parking, we 
should be getting away 
from that and being a Uttle 
more creative in that area," 
said Dick. 


As a possible solution, 
Lord Mayor David Eke 
talked about using the 
town’s newly established 
public transit system to get 
people to and from file 
waterfront without having 
to create parking lots that 
would take away from the 
green space. 

“Along the river I see a 
passive area, but as you 
invite people down there 
you will have to have 
washrooms and some kind 
of beverage and food 


offered. Maybe not a large, 
upscale restaurant, but a 
light snack and beverage 
area. Those amenities will 
be needed,” said Eke. 

Councillors were split 
on whether or not to 
include paved pathways, 
but Councillor Jim Collard 
and Councillor Maria Bau- 
Coote spoke of the impor¬ 
tance of making the area 
accessible to everyone, 
which can only be accom¬ 
plished on pavement. 

“We’re all lucky we can 


walk, but we have to help 
and protect those who 
can’t,” said Collard. 

Based on the feedback 
and direction provided by 
members of council dur¬ 
ing the workshop, the con¬ 
sultant will prepare a final 
action plan for the area. 

The plan will include 
short, medium and long¬ 
term actions for each area 
within the dock area. 

The action plan will be 
presented to council in the 
new year.

ed by the region's public 
health department. 

Some of the information 
she shared was from the 
Health Story of Niagara, 
available on the region's 
website, that lists health- 
related statistics by munic- 

"It's based on income 
and educational level, but 
there's a 30 year difference 
in life expectancy based on

The public health 
department will take a look 
at the areas that are experi¬ 
encing more severe prob¬ 
lems with certain diseases 
and look for factors to show 
why they so common. 
From there, they decide 
whether there's an issue 
for the Ministry of the 
Environment to investi¬ 
gate, she said. 

Public health mandates 
include health protection 
and promotion, immuni¬ 
zation of school pupils , 
smoke-free Ontario, day 
nurseries, safe drinking 
and mandatory 


At the local level, public 
health is responsible for 
the health and well being 
of 430,000 residents, with a 
team which includes pub¬ 
lic health inspectors, health 
promoters, public health 
nurses, tobacco control 
officers and dietitians. 

There are 17 ambulance 
bases and dispatch centres 
with offices located in 
Welland, Thorold, Niagara 
Falls and Fort Erie. There 
are sexual health centres in 
St. Catharines, Welland, 
Fort Erie and Niagara Falls. 

"We're about adding 
years to life and adding life 
to years," said Dr. Jaeger.

The top 10 challenges 
highlighted for Niagara are 
the early years, because the 
first steps are important 
steps; comprehensive 
tobacco control; injury 
prevention; cancer, focus¬ 
ing on the preventable;

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Council approves what they believe to be strong, solid budget

Meter reading and billing 
could be causing problems 


Town council approved 
hikes to water and waste- 
water rates Monday, but 
not before indicating they 
would like the Region to 
perform an efficiency 
audit of its water and 
wastewater facilities and 
services. 

Council passed a 
motion asking Niagara- 
on-the-Lake town staff to 
look into how the town 
could make this request of 
the region, after approving 
a four per cent increase in 
wastewater rates and a five 
per cent hike in water rates 
for 2013. 

The issue of wastewater 

mittee-of-the-whole meet¬ 
ing last week where staff 
recommended a five per 
cent hike for wastewater, 
but councillors asked staff 


to look into the issue fur¬ 
ther before giving final 
approval. 

When the second report 
was brought to council on 
Monday staff had revisited 
its recommendation for 
the new wastewater rate, 
and reduced their recom¬ 
mendation to a four per 
cent hike, but advised that 
a smaller increase could 
result in higher increases 
in future years and poten¬ 
tially put capital projects 

In the report received 
by council it was indicated 
that the public works staff 
is investigating an almost 
$400,000 shortfall of reve¬ 
nue in the water distribu¬ 
tion system and have came 
across some problems 
with meter reading and 
billing. 


Councillor Gary Zelapa 
thanked the staff and 
Mike Galloway, the town's 
chief administrative 
office, for coming up with 
a good solid budget. 

"The staff put in a lot of 
work, and took our direc¬ 
tion. We have a good solid 
budget and we appreciate 
the working behind the 
scenes that has gone into 
making tihs budget," said 
Zelapa. 

The proposed 2013 
operating budget was 
approved in principal by 
councillors last week and 
came back to council for 
approval Monday along 
with the 2013 proposed 
capital budget. 

The 2013 operating 
budget reflects a 1.87 per 


cent increase, or $140,751 
over the 2012 approved 
general levy. The general 
levy for 2012 was 
$7,525,362 and this year 
town staff is recommend¬ 
ing a tax-supported gen¬ 
eral levy of $7,666,113. 

But it's too soon to say 
how that increase will 
affect taxpayers, says 
Brenda Garrett, Town 
treasurer—other factors, 
such as MPAC assess¬ 
ments, the regional tax 
levy and the education 
portion are still 
unknown. 

One of the challenges 
identified was the short¬ 
fall of provincial funding 
of 108,000 funding from 
last year. Provincial fund¬ 
ing for 2013 has been 


confirmed at $873,800 
and that means another 
shortfall of $204,800. 

Other challenges 
included town staff salary 
increases and the first full 
year of budgeting for tran¬ 
sit. 

Lord Mayor David Eke 
said that public transit is 
something that will never 
generate income for the 
town. The public transit 
system has been budget¬ 
ed for 2013 at $59,600. 

The solution to some 
of these challenges was 
the reduction of one posi¬ 
tion at the corporate ser- 

A budgeted but unfilled 
cashier position is no lon¬ 
ger required due to the 
new customer service 


counter and the realign¬ 
ment of cashier duties. 

There has also been a 
reduction of overtime 
budgets and a line-by-line 
review of all accounts. 

Finance staff have ana¬

When Marisa Paean and 
Nathan Peterson decided 
they wanted a dog, they had 
no idea it would change the 
direction of their lives forev¬ 
er. 

On Sept. 25, 2010 they 
welcomed Harley Dean into 
their home. He was a classic 
bulldog, from his personality 
to his health issues. But 
working full-time in the city 
put a lot of pressure on the 
dog owners and they quickly 
realized thatliving in Toronto 
didn’t fit their threesome 
anymore. 

Paean and Peterson 
decided to return to their 
home in Niagara. They put 
Harley on a raw diet and 
haven’t had a vet bill since. 

It was at that time that 
they decided to open 
Niagara’s first Pet Resort. 

They opened up in June 
and are supporting local 
animal welfare organiza¬ 
tions through a pack walk at 
the commons area in Old 
Town. Each person donates 
$5 and dogs are walked 
together. 

Paean said they got the 
idea for the pet resort 
because Niagara has a large 
dog community and people 
don’t want to leave their 
dogs in kennels anymore. 


“We have 10 acres here 
and the dogs are always 
socialized. It’s a totally new 
concept to the area,” she 
said. 

“We think people are 
looking for an alternative. 
There's a sub-culture with 
people and their dogs. 
People aren’t having kids 
anymore—they have dogs,” 
she said. 

"Their dogs are like their 
kids.” 

Currently they have a dog 
staying with them who has 
been there for five months. 

The owners couldn’t see 
their pets staying in a kennel 
that long, and preferred "the 
open concept,” Paean said. 

“There are a lot of great 
kennels out there though 
that are moving towards 
socializing more.” 

Paean said they have had 
an overwhelming welcome 
from the community and 
have been nominated for a 
Niagara Entrepreneur award 
for small business. 

They take in about 20 to 
25 dogs, and the dogs sleep 
in their home all together in 

“Everything is very pack 
oriented,” she said. 

They have two local 
employees working for them 
as well. 

“We have people that are 
coming from Buffalo, 
Connecticut, and just all 
over to bring their dogs here 


to stay,” she said. 

Dogs are screened before 
they're allowed to stay with 
them. They host a meet and 


greet and observe every dog 
for social skills. They don’t 
take in aggressive dogs. 

They offer a unique pro¬ 
gram called Movie Night 
where owners can drop their 
dogs off Friday or Saturday 


night from 5 to 11 p.m. The 
movie night frees up some 
time for the owner, but also 
allows the dogs to enjoy a

she said. 

Both Paean and Peterson 
are country kids and have 
many years of experience in 
working with dogs, cats, 
horses and raccoons. 

They both have training 
in dog psychology and train¬ 
ing, and are both Pet First 
Aid certified.

Hospital Auxiliary members agree to continue serving their community 


Whatever form 
health care 
takes in NOTL 
if and when 
hospital closes, 
they will support it

After more than 90 years 
of serving local health care, 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Hospital Auxiliary is not giv¬ 
ing up. 

Last week, the auxiliary 
met to discuss its future. 

Before the meeting, 
members were provided 
with some options to con¬ 
sider, with a view to arriv¬ 
ing at some consensus at 
the meeting, says president 
Moyra McEachem. 

Last June, Dr. Kevin 
Smith,thephysician charged 
with studying health care in 
Niagara, made his recom¬ 
mendations to the province, 
which included closing the 
beds at the NOTL hospital. 
They are used mostly for 
long-term care, and if the 
building is viable and there 
is interest in converting it, 
the facility could continue 
to long-term care either by a 
private company or a public 
not-for-profit agency. 

Doctors offices now at 
the hospital might be better 
off in a more central loca¬ 
tion, he said. 

The NOTL hospital is just 
too small to be efficient, he 
said, with too few beds, and 
too few services. 

His report recommend¬ 
ed that just two hospitals 
serve the entire Niagara 


Region: the St. Catharines 
facility which will open next 
spring, and a new southern- 
tier hospital. In addition to 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
site, he recommended the 
hospitals in Welland, Niag¬ 
ara Falls, Port Colbome and 
Fort Erie close. 

As auxiliary president, 
McEachem sits on a newly- 
formed community com¬ 
mittee that is looking at the 
current health situation in 
NOTL and possibilities for 
the future, so that if and 
when the day comes that a 
date is set to close the hos¬ 
pital, "we'll be ready with a 
plan, with an idea of what 
we could do should we get 
word the beds would go.” 

As part of that discus¬ 
sion, she asked her auxiliary 
members what they would 
like to do. Possible options 
included disbanding the 
auxiliary, blending with the 
St Catharines Auxiliary to 
volunteer at the new hospi¬ 
tal, or continuing on in some 
form in the community. 

“Going to St Catharines 
was met with a resounding 
no,” said McEachem. 

“Our members very 
strongly want to stay in the 
community and support 
whatever facility ends up in 

About half the 40 mem¬ 
bers attended the meeting, 
she said. 

"After 90 years, they 
agreed we couldn't just 
walk away Whatever we do, 
we will continue to support 
health care in the commu- 

Currently, the auxiliary 
provides “friendly visits” to 
patients, most of whom are 


seniors requiring long-term 

Volunteers tidy rooms, 
water flowers, help out by 
transporting patients to 
physiotherapy, and support 
the Lifeline program and 
the foot care clinic. 

One member comes in 
to play the piano, and vol¬ 
unteers are providing the 
annual Christmas gift bags 
to patients to be delivered 
by Santa during next week’s 
visit 

Although the auxiliary 
members de¬ 


join its auxiliary. Our mem¬ 
bers don’t want to drive that 
far, but it’s more than that 
We like the feet that we are 
a small auxiliary in a small 
community,” she said. 

“And if we have to fund¬ 
raise to ensure we have a fa¬ 
cility here in town, we’ll do 
what we can in a small way. 
The hospital foundation 
members will be the ones 
who will have to go after the 
big money if it comes to a 
fundraising campaign.” 

McEachem sits on the 


The Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Health Services Review 
Committee, formed in re¬ 
sponse to Smith’s recom¬ 
mendations to the Ministry 
of Health. 

Chaired by Maria Bau- 
Coote, executive director 
of the NOTL Family health 
team, the committee is look¬ 
ing at the future delivery 
of community health-care 
services, as well as the fete 
of NOTL’s current hospital 
site. 

Also on the committee 


are Lord Mayor Dave Eke, 
Councillor Terry Flynn, 
Doctors David Reimer, Kar¬ 
en Berd, Buki Jimoh and 
Andrew Smith, all mem¬ 
bers of the health team, and 
Brenda Jones, president of 
the NOTL Hospital Founda¬ 
tion. 

Their goal is to look at 
ways to provide and support 
on-going and sustainable 
primary health care servic¬ 
es, palliative care and tran¬ 
sitional care for all NOTL 
residents.

Red Roof Retreat set it¬ 
self an ambitious goal, but 
Steffanie Bjorgan has faith 
that the generous com¬ 
munity of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake will help reach it.
